The treaty, which seeks to bar the 
spread of nuclear weapons, has been 
under consideration by the committee for 
the last four weeks. 

Ambassador Tekoah will urge, however 
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that continued attention be paid by. the 
U.N. to the problem of ‘the control of 
conventional weapons. He will also propose 


that the affirmation of the right of self-. 


defence in the treaty be made more ex- 
plicit. iy

Jordan, however, has stated that the

MOSCOW (Reuter). — The Kremlin warned yesterday that adeption of 
emergency power Jaws in West Germany could have serious consequences for 
the interests of peace in Burope. The warning came in 2 strongly-worded state- 
ment by the official Tass news agency one day before the laws, which give the 
Bonn Government far-reaching powers in times of emergency, copie before the 


Bundestag in Bonn for their third and final reading. 


Adding to the wave of against 
the laws taking place in West Germany 
itself, the Soviet statement described them 
as part of a “big anti-democratic and 
muiltaristie action spearheaded against 
peace in Burope.” ᾿ 

They were reminiscent of the emergency 
Jaws of the period of Nazi rule and were 
aimed at “suppressing any resistance by 
the population to the implementation of 
Bonn's revenge-seeking military-political 
course,” the statement said. 

It added: “Leading circles of the Soviet 
Union regard it as thelr duty to issue 
auother watning against adoption of the 
emergency laws in the Federal Republic of 
Germany and to draw attention to the 
fact that these laws may have serious 
consequences for the interest of peace 
in Europe." 

It said that West, and those 
Western powers backing it “should bear 
in mind that the Soviet Union will not 
reconcile itself to the growth of the 
forces of militarism, revanchism 
neo-Nazism” in West Germany, 

The statement came only 24 hours be- 
fore the start of an official visit by a 
powerful East German Communist Party 
and Government delegation, led by veteran 
leader Walter Ulbricht. The purpose of 
the visit, the second such visit within the 
past six months, has not been officially 
disclosed. But informed sources said the 
discussions were Hkely to concentrate on 
Political questions, notably the situation 
in West Germany.

Israel under fire at U.N. Council

NEW YORE. --- The UN.'s Economic and 
Social Council (Ecosoc) started-a discus- 
sion of human rights on Monday morn- 
ing by decidiig to distribute as-an of-

In the Economic Committee of Ecosoc 
on Tuesday morning, the U.SS.R. and 
Bulgarla — but not Czechoslovakia, also

sues such as food and dormitory regula- 
tions continued to outnumber political cat de. 
monstrations by about two to one. 

Perhaps the most critical turning point 
was the Berkeley revolt which began In 
September, 1964, and went on until the 
following "January, Although it. started 
when the authorities tried to ban political 
fund-ralsing and recruiting from the only 
area on the campus where it had been 
permitted, the dispute grew to include a 
series of other issueg, including the pow- 
ers of the administration and the whole 
nature of the “multi-versity.” 

From the Berkeley confrontation emerg- 
ed a confident body of student and non- 
student organizers who then had a direct 
influence on other universities. In Octo- 
ber, 1965, the ad hoc Vietnam Com- 
mittee of Berkeley, cooperating with an- 
other group in Madison, Wisconsin, was 
instrumental in mounting a demonstration 
in which 30,000 people in 50 different 
cities marched to protest against the’ war 
in ‘Vietnam... 

After ‘that. thers ‘was no .stopping the 
activitists all over the Us United States. There 
have been demonstrations at about 1,000 
of the country’s 2,250 institutions. of 
Iigher learning during the past three 
years. In the first two months of the 
present academic year there were 71 de- 
nonstrations, including 27 aimed at the 
‘campus representatives of the Dow Che- 
Taical Company. ‘At Boston 125 Negroes 
took over the administration building for 
32 hours. At Colgate 500 students and 
teachers occupied the administration build- 
ing for nearly five days. At Trinity Col- 
lege, Connecticut, 200 students invaded 
the administration and: held the president 
and six trustees captives. 

British activism 

In Britain student activism began to 
take shape in the Campaign for Nuclear 
Disarmament. It has increased over the 
past few years, stimulated by the war in 
Vietnam, disilinsion with the Labour Par~ 
ty. and the acHvities of the Radical Stu- 
dent Alliance, which provided an ontlet 
for political activity largely denied by the 
National Union of Students. 

Although some viocient episodes have 
been the work of Individuals (paint 
thrown at the American Ambassador at 
Sussex University, Mr. Patrick Wall's 
wife attacked at Leeds) it is clear that 
they are aymptomatic of a new atmos~ 
phere. 

The turning point came with the con- 
frontation at the London School of Eco~ 
nomics in March, 1967, when two students 
were suspended for disobeying an Bae’ 
mot to hold a meeting protesting at 
appointment of Dr. Walter Adams ae 
Director. About 800 students boycotted 
lectures and 400 staged a alt-down for 
five days. Some went on hunger strike. 

On March 17 this year a march on the 
American Embassy in Grosvenor Square 
was organized by the Vietnam ad hoc 
committee. Many students took part, al- 
though it was not strictly a student 
event. Some came from other parts of Bri- 
ain, West Germany and France. About 
1,000 police were out, and there was 
violence on both sides. About 250 people 
were arrested. 

On March 24 there were two other 
Sempnsizatione against the war in Viet- 
a rally of 3,000 in Trafalgar 


which also involved a move against the 
London office of Axel Springer, the Ger- 
man newspaper proprietor, in the “Daily 
Mirror” building. And at Essex University 
this month there have been protests, 
teach-ins and sit-ins after the suspension 
of three students from a de- 
monstration againet a.scientist from the 
Porton germ warfare establishment. 

The pattern is repeated, with some 
national variations, all over the world. 
In Berlin the first serious clash between 
students and university authorities came 
ian 1965, when the Rector hanned 2 jour. 
nalist, Erich Kuby, who had eartier cri- 
ticlzed the anti-communist ideology on 
which the Free University was founded. 
A resolution demanding free speech was 
signed by 4,000 students, It closely re- 
sembied the demands set out a few months 
earlier at Berkeley. 

On June 3 Isst year many students 
were injured and one shot dead by police 
who attacked a demonstration against the 
Shah of Persia outside the Opera. The 


. Students rallied round the more radical 


leadership arid blg demonstrations turned 
out for the funeral of the dead student, 
Herr Albertz,the Chief Burgomaster, 
supported the police and eventually lost 
his office. 


The rise of Rudi 


After that the left-wing student move- 
ment gathered strength all over West 
Gtrmany. In West Berlin the Republican 
Club, home of the extra-parilamentary 
opposition, was founded and a “critical 
University” estabHshed: Rudi Dutschke, 
the revolutionary leader, gradually be- 
came & national and international figure. 
When he was shot and nearly killed on 
Aprii 11 this year, riots broke out all 
uvet West Germany. On Easter Monday 
alone about 45,000 young people were 
ont in 20 cities. In many places: police 
responded to peaceful demonstrations with 
savage. brutality, which further inflamed 
the situation and united -the students. 
There were sympathetic demonstrations in 
many other countries. 
also had its: street. battles, 


and Beypt, Japan, Spais, the . Nether- 
lands, Turkey — think of a. country and 
the chances are it has recently had 
trouble with students. A similar pattern 
has been emerging also from eastern 
Europe, In Poland about 4,000 students 
marched in the grounds. of Warsaw 
university earlier this year and many 
were severely beaten by police. and 
workers’ auxillarnes. Later student de- 
monstrators broke into the Ministry of 
Culture shouting “Gestapo,” There were 
Clasbes in meny Folish cities, with stu- 
Gents demanding free speech, release of 
arrested students and puntshment of those 
responsible for police brutahty. 

Tough action by polics was a feature 
also of demonstrations ig Czechosiovakla 
inst year, when 2,500 students marched 
in protést against Uving conditions - in 
dormitories, They were severely beaten by 
the police, but recelved apologies and 
compensdtion after the fall of President 


Novotny. to which the siudents’ action

about Vietuam, student representation and 
racial discrimjnation, recognize the im- 
.portance of modern communications, the 
spread of cultural uniformity, the univer- 
sal desire for liberty, and youth's tendency 
to attack the establishment, and you can 
line up Rudi Dutschke with the Red 
Guards, David Adelstein, a handful of 
Brazilians, an Indian or iwo, an Austral- 
jan aborigine, an American black power, 
advocate, and almost anyone you want 
except perhaps the Egyptian students 
who cheer Nasser. 

Tf there is anv broad pattern it starts 
by roughly dividing the industrialized 
from the developing countries.

ries, Student movements there were forg- 
ed in the fight against colonialism. Now 
they often provide the ruhng elite, or 
are closely identified with adult Political 
movements. 

Tt seems to be cnly In the Mmdustrializ- 
ed world that student movements tend to 
be alienated, detached from Political 
partie: and traditional political issues, 
and prone to question or reject the whole 
basis and structure of soviely. Yet para. 


. doxicatly it is just this rejection which 


creates the émotional link with revoh- 
tionary movements ἴῃ countries that either 
are or imagine themselves to be in. some 
form of colonial bondage, or in ἃ pre- 
revolutionary stage. Latin America is the 
main example, and one of the main ine 
spiretions of extreme student radicals in 
many western countries.

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War invalids said without 
work, or being underpaid

HAIFA. — Many of the natton's war. in- 
valids, of the Six Day War and previous 
wars, are having a tough cime moking a 
living, and the resistance of many em- 
Pployers, institutional and private, to giving” 
them jobs is hardening, Some who do, pay 
them IL800 to 1350 2 month, a fraction 
of what they earned before. 

A. newly-formed public committee for 
helping the rehabilitation of war invallds, 
established on the initiative of Mayor 
Abba Khoushy, yesterday gave bitter facts 
and figures on the plight of dozens of 
men who have lost arms and legs in the 
defence of the country. 

At a press conference yescerday, repre- 
Sentatives of the Labour Counci!, the 
Labour Exchange, the Invalids Associa- 
tion, the Defence Ministry and the Muni- 
cipslity explained that the purpose of 
setting up 2 public committees was to 
create an atmosphere favourable to the 
employment of war invalids in public and 
private enterprises which had become re- 
Juctant or outright unwilling to engage 
them despite the law which requires an 
employer to give jobs to invalids up to 
five per cent of his labour force. 

The committee members singled out for 
praise the managements of two private 
enterprises, the Bluebaad-Telma Works 
there and the Hadera Paper Mills, and of 
8, Histadrut company, the Shemen Works, 
aa living up to their moral and legal ob- 
ligations of employing war invalids, The 
Municipality, too, fulfils its duty. But the 
majority do not. 

LAW IS IMPOTENT 

The Defence Ministry has had to take 
legal steps against recaleitrant employers 
in the Northern Area, "But such a law 
suit takes a yeir or more and the em- 
Ployer is then fined IL50," the Ministry's 
official dealing with the problem explained, 
“As time intervenes between June, 1967, 
and the return of the invalids to their 
working lives, the enthusiasm and patriot- 
ism of last year are waning. ahd we now 
have to turn to the publte” Yor its moral 
support,” the delegates of the Invalids 
Association said. “Something must be 
done to shake the employers out of their 
indifference." 

The Defence Ministry's Department for 
Rehabilitation takes care of the mvalids 
as soon as they have ween discharged 
from hospital and medical treatment.

which is determined by the doctors, “A 
total invalid who is married and has two 
children, is entitled to a ynonthly payment 
of 1437."

Details on every Jewish Municipality 
and Jocal council are included in the sur- 
vey of the development of Israel's munt- 
cipal network in the 20 years of the 
state’s existence, which was introduced at 
@ press conference in Jerusaiem yester- 
day. Mr. Dov Rosen,” Head of the De- 
partment for Municipalities and Local 
Councils in the Ministry of the Interior, 
who edited the survey, said that this was 
the first time that such a survey had 
been published in Israel. 

One of the aims of the 525-page report 
is to supply the public with data on the 
election system and on those elected. It 
is revealed that out of 2,575 persons elect- 
ed to local office only 100 were women. 
Out of 97 Mayors and heads of local 
councils in office today only nine have 
held this position in all four election 
periods. Mr. Rosen believes that this indi- 
cates rotation and that there is no need: 
for a law which limits the number of 
times ἃ. person may hold mayoral posts. 

Distribution of those elected to muni- 
cipalities and local councils according to 
age shows that in the new settlements 
those above the age of fifty held only 11 
per cent of the seats, while in the older 
settlements approximately 40 per cent of 
the seats are held by those over 50.

The President 
also met Miss Mary N'Guira, 8 Malawi 
nurse, Who is specializing in opthalmologi- 
cal nursing at the Centre, and five Ha- 
dassah doctors and two nurses who served 
for periods of several years in his country.

Women fined as 
agitators in 
Gaza area riot 


GAZA. — The military court here yester- 
day convicted four women residents of 
the Al-Burj refugee camp near Dir el 
Baliah on charges of participating in 
violent demonstrations at the camp early 
in the morning, involving 1,000 pupils at 
the camp's school. ? i 

One of them was ordered to pay a fine 
of IL750 within -30 days or go to jail for 
nine months, while the others were given 
the alternative: of IL500 fines or six 
months’ imprisonment. 

They are Fatma Mahmoud Abu Samir, 
Adria Mahmoud el Ariri, Saboula Lutfi al 
‘Ani, and Luna Alani. Abdullah. 5 

A teacher at the camp’s school, Mr. 
Ahmed Mahmoud οἱ Arirl, was acquitted 
for lack of evidence. He pleaded that he 
had tried to prevent the demonstration, 
and the children had shouted “Traitor!” at 
him. The women, .too, hed claimed that 
they had gone to. the scene of the de- 
monstration in order to get their children 
away from there. 

The children had carried placards in 
Arabic and had shouted “Slaughter the 
Jews!" (the war cry of the former Mufti 
Amin el Husseini’s gangs throughout the 
country during the Mandate) and ‘“Nas- 
ser! Nasser!" The court accepted the 
testimony of the main prosecution witness, 
the army sergeant whose unit dispersed 
the demonsirators and arrested the four 
women and Mr. el-Arirl, to the effect that 


there were πὸ demonstra- 
tions in the Strip yesterday, and there 
were many Israel visitors. 

However, the Red Cross several times 
received telephone calls from girls alleg- 
ing that they were being beaten by sol- 
diers. Red Cross officials who investigated 
found no beaten girls. 

A similar telephone call alleyed that 
one of the girls wounded slightly when a 
civilian fired into the air during Sunday's 
rioting had died. While the caller war re- 
porting this, however, the girl was on her 
way back home from hospital. 


TERRORIST LOSES HOUSE 


AFULA. — The house of a Fatah man 
in Kafr Zoubelda, near Jenin, was de- 
molished by the army yesterday.

Unrwa finds pros and ‘cons 


in Israel .rule

GAZA. — The postition of the refugees in 
the Gaza Strip generally had improved 
over the past year, but it’had deterlorated 
again in the course of the unrest, of the 
past month, the Director of Unrwa in the 
Strip, Mr. Arthur L. Geaney, ‘told’ a.three- 
hour news conference in his office here 
yesterday morning. . “. 

Mr. Geanty,. an: American, said he. un- 
derstood that security measures and steps 
to ensure order. had to be taken, but he 
thought some of the measures taken in 
recent weeks had been “too severe.” - 

Since the end of the war,-Mr. Geaney 
sadd, “there has been a fairly healthy 
morement gut of the Gaza Strip” — 
amounting, he said, to 40,000 out of the 
original 300,000 refugees. ἡ . 


There was now Jess employment for the. 


refugees, of whom 60,000 are self-support- 
ing and do not ‘need Unrwa assistance. 
Before the. war, 70,000 were self-support- 
ing. However, under the Egyptians the 
Gaze Strip economy had been “artificial.” 
A considerable number had worked for 
the U.N. Emergency Force and the Egyp- 
tlan army, but many had earned their in- 
comes “In not quite Jegal ways.” Mr. 
Geaney declared: ‘The economic position 
today corresponds more closely with 
reality.” - : 

Today Unrwa had to supply additional 
emergency rations “im order to prevent 
hunger. Originally, the Unrwa rations had 
been intended to supplement earnings of 
up to 1£420 (or, before the war, LHI5,), 
which the Israeli authorities originally 
assigned the rate of IL6—LEJ, and finally 
I4—LEL The cost of Uving had goue 
up, Mr. Geauey said, giving as an example 
the price of flour which had risen by 50 
Per cent. ᾿ 

Mr. Geaney said: “To be fair, I have to 
admit that the Military Government as 
helped the Gaza Strip economy consider- 
ably — in promoting the sale of the local 
cltrus crop, and helping light industry and 
agriculture with grants and Joans.” 

Relations between Unrwa and the Mili- 
tary Government were “perfectly correct, 
and the Military Government has given us 
every possibie assistance in carrying out 
our work.” Unrwa.was especially grateful 
to the Israel authorities for having ar- 
ranged the returo, under the famrily- 
reunion plan, of about 200 staff members, 


- residents of the Strip who had been strand- 


ed in Egypt by the war. They had also per- 
mitted five Egyptian doctors on the 
Unrwa staff to remaiu.

British bank permitted to re-open

An order gazetted by Aluf Haim Her- 
zog on June 12 of last year, closing all 
banky in πάρα, Samaria and East Je- 
rusalem, is to be revoked today in a new 
order gazetted by the present Military 
Governor, ΑΜ Raphael Vardi, as con- 
cerns one institution: the Britlsh-owned 
Ottoman Bank. This bank will be entitled 
to operate again in Judea and Samaria 
as from June 11, according to the spokes- 
man of the Military Government. The 
Ottoman Bank has branches in Ramallah, 
Mablus, Bethlehem — also two in East 
Jerusalem. 

The order does not apply to East Je- 
rusalem, which falls under Israel civillan 
admintstration. In that city two Britiah- 
owned banks have branches: the Ottoman 
Bank, and the British Bank of the Middle 

ast. 


For these branches. Mr. David Horowitz, 
Governor of the Bank of Israel, offers a 
choice. If they register as foreign-owned 
vadertakings in Israel under Section 248 
of the Companies Law. the Bank of 
Israel will zive them a Ucence to operate.

(Proceedings in the Feuchtwanger Bank 
trial reveal that the going rate among 
banks for the transfer of such a Mcence

Alternatively, they may cash in their 
Joans and repay their depositors, thus 
terminating their operations in Jerusalem. 

Banks in Israel-held territories were 
ordered ta close after the Jume war be- 
cause they did not have enough assets to 
cover their abilities.

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Kaiser loses bid 
for arbitration in 
Dead Sea suit 


The Supreme Court yesterday rejected 
an appeal by Construction Aggregates 
Corporation and Kaiser Engineering and 
Constructors against the Jerusalem Dis- 
trict Court’s decision to hear the case 
brought against them by the Dead Sea 
‘Works. 

Two big American firms had signed a 
contract to bulldoze out the new Dead 
Sea salt pans, and build the dams planned 
for the massive milion-pound development 
scheme. 

After s short period of work, they told 
the Dead Sea Works that the job was not 
technically feasible. They demanded com- 
pensation for the work they had abaz- 
doned. 

The Dead Sea Works took two firms 
to the Court for breach of contract. 


The Supreme Court, consisting of Jus- 
tice Sussman, Cohn and Halevi, said that 
arbitration is intended to clear mis- 
understandings between the two as 
efficiently and as fast as possible, but is 
ποῖ Intended to delay or complicate 2 
solution. fitim) 
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of the local branches had their authority 
revoked from London last June. 

It is not Ifkely that they will even dare 
to pay out their depositors, unless they 
are compelled to.

Supposing the Ottoman Bank and the 
British Bank of the Middle East do not 
accept either of the alternatives comimuni- 
cated to them by Mr. Eliahu Shimoni, 
Inspector of Banks, professlonal circles in 
Jerusalem conclude 85 2 logical outcome 
that in all probability one of the deposi- 
tors will ‘sue one of the two banks In Lon- 
don for his money. As there is no longer 
any legal impediment to repayment, pre- 
cedent suggests that the British courts 
will require the bank to discharge its 
obligations. 

In answer to a question, Bank of Israel
